NONG BUA LAM PHU 


Nong Bua Lam Phu is the country's latest province. 
Established on December 1, 1993, it is the 76" province of 
Thailand . Before separation, Nong Bua Lam Phu once was 
part of Udon Thani. Although the province was just 
established recently, it has long history. Archeological 
artifacts found in this area indicate that there were human's 
settlements in Nong Bua Lam Phu since in the pre-historical 
era. About 200 years ago, a town was established by Laotian 
people from the left side of Mekong River. The name Nong 
Bua Lam Phu appears in historical record as a rest venue for 
Siamese Army during their march to fight against Vientiane 
in both Ayutthaya and Rattanakosin era. Besides picturesque 
nature namely Phu Phan Range and beautiful lake, Nong 
Bua Lam Phu is rich of cultural attractions, such as 
archeological sites and interesting local handicrafts. The 
province acquires total area of 3,859 square kilometres and 
it is divided into 6 Amphoes namely Mueang Nong Bua Lam 
Phu, Non Sang, Si Bun Rueang, Na Klang, Suwanakhuha, and 
Na Wang.

HOW TO GET THERE 


By car: From Bangkok, motorist can use highway 1 
(Pahonyothin Road) to Saraburi. Turn right at kilometre 107 
into highway 2 (Mittraphap Road) and travel via Nakhon 
Ratchasima, Khon Kaen, Udon Thani. Turn left into highway 
210, via Amphoe Nong Wua So of Udon Thani to Nong Bua 
Lam Phu. This route is 608 kilometres long. In another route, 
motorist can turn left in Khon Kaen into highway 2109 
(Amphoe Nam Phong-Ubolratana Dam) via Amphoe Non 
Sang to Nong Bua Lam Phu. This route is 577 kilometres. 


By bus: The Transport Company Limited provides daily 
services of air-conditioned coaches, leaving the Bangkok 
Northern Bus Terminal (Mo Chit 2) on Kamphaeng Phet 2 
Road. The journey takes 8 hours. For more information,

By plane: Thai Airways International does not operate 
direct flight between Bangkok and Nong Bua Lam Phu.

Amphoe Mueang Nong Bua Lam Phu 


Monument and shrine of King Naresuan the Great 
(พ ร ะ อ น ุ ส า ว ร ี ย ์ แล ะ ศา ล ส ม เด ็ จ พ ร ะ น เร ศว ร ม ห า ร า ช ) 


Built to commemorate King Naresuan the Great who in 1574 
led his army en route Nong Bua Lam Phu to Vientiane by the 
assignment of the King of Hongsa, or the kingdom of Burma 
which ruled Thailand at that time. As King Naresuan got sick, 
King of Hongsa allowed him to get back to Ayuthaya. The 
venue where King Naresuan set camp is in the compound of 
around Nong Bua Park, in front of Nong Bua Lam Phus city 
hall. Every year during Januray 25 - February 3, celebration 
and ceremony are held to honor King Naresuan.

Nong Bua (ห น อ ง บ ั ว ) 


The big pond is situated right in front of the city hall. As it 
never dries up, the pond with a beautiful backdrop of Phu 
Phan Kham Range is a nice place to relax for the Nong Bua 
Lam Phu people. On the western end is a shrine called Ho 
Song Nang. Legend has it that the spirits of the twin sisters 
Khamsi and Khamsai, nieces of Phra Wo Phra Ta, the founder 
of Nong Bua Lam Phu, are there to guard the Vientiane giant 
gong. 


Phra Wo Phra Ta City Pillar Shrine (ศา ล ห ล ั ก เม ื อ ง พ ร ะ ว อ 
พ ร ะ ต า ) 


Located just 100 metres from highway 210 (Nong Bua Lam 
Phu-Udon Thani), the city pillar shrine is built to honor Phra 
Wo and Phra Ta who had established the city. The first stone 
of this city pillar shrine was laid on November 21, 1975. It 
was completed and opened on February 28, 1976. 


Namtok Thao To Botanical Park (ว น อ ุ ท ย า น น ้ า ต ก เฒ่า โต ้ ) 


Sitauated on highway 210 (Nong Bua Lam Phu Shell Fossil 
Museum-Udon Thani) some 3 kilometres from Nong Bua 
Lam Phu City, the shady park is a nice place for picnic. The 
secreted shrine of Pu Lup is located nearby. 


Shell Fossil Museum (พิ พ ิ ธ ภ ั ณ ฑ์ ห อ ย ห ิ น ๑ ๕ ๐ ล ้ า น ป ี ) 


Located at Ban Huai Duea, Tambon Non Than, the Museum 

features mollusk fossils dating back to 140-150 million years 
ago. A number of bivalve fossils were found in good 
condition on a 50-metre high cliff. In addition, ancient 
crocodile skeletons, mica and some minerals were found. 
Visitors will also enjoy the exhibition building featuring 
pieces of dinosaur fossils found in a siltstone layer, 2 metres 
above the layer where the shell fossils were excavated. These 
pieces include both the upper left and right front legs, lower 
hind legs, scapula, metatarsals, and ribs. 


The dinosaur and shell fossils discovery site in Ban Huai 
Duea has been developed into an "Unseen Nong Bua Lam 
Phu" area. The 6 zones include: 


Zone 1: Reception Area (โซ น ต ้ อ น ร ั บ ) features the Non Than 
dinosaur family. 


Zone 2: Across the Universe (โซ น ท ่ อ ง จ ั ก ร ว า ล ) showcases the 
origin of the universe, the solar system, and the Earth. The 
highlight is the model of the planets of our solar system 
including Mercury, Venus, Earth, Mars, Jupiter, Saturn, 
Uranus, Neptune, and Pluto revolving around the sun 


Zone 3: The Origin of Life ๕ ล ก แห ล ่ ง ก ํ า เน ิ ด ชี ว ิ ต ) features the 
evolution of life อ ท Earth including plants, animals, and 
humans from past to present. 


Zone 4: Hunters' Kingdom features dinosaur exhibits 
(อ า ณา จ ั ก ร น ั ก ล ่ า ) Visitors will enjoy fossils and remains of 
dinosaur bones found at Ban Huai Duea, Tambon Non Than, 
as well as a life-size robotic dinosaur Siamotyrannus 
isanensis. It is a 4 metres long by 7 metres high 
theropod,which is able to move as much as 8 movements 
including nod: up/down/left/right, mouth: open/shut, eyes : 
open/shut, eyeballs: rolling, front legs movement, tail: up/ 
down, and staggering: left/right, and roaring. 


Zone 5: The Wonders of Discovery (ม ห ั ศ จ ร ร ย ์ แห ่ ง ก า ร เด ิ น ค ้ น 
พ บ ) Exhibits of ล wall display and 150 million-year-shell 
fossils. The audience can see and listen in the local language. 


Zone 6: Follow the Explorers (ต า ม ร อ ย น ั ก ส ํ า ร ว จ ) Showcasing 
the work of palaeontologists, geologists, eguipment, fossils 
study, and history of surveying the geological sources of the 
150-million-year-old shell fossils. Admission fee is 20 Baht for 
adults and 10 Baht for children and students. (free of charge 
for children with a height less than 80 cm, monks, disabled, 
and elderly). For more details, contact the Non Than 
Subdistrict Administrative Organisation, Tambon Non Than, 
Amphoe Mueang, Nong Bua Lam Phu, 39000, Tel.

How to get there: Proceed via Highway No. 210 (Nong Bua 
Lam Phu - Udon Thani route). Situated 10 kilometres from 
the provincial city of Nong Bua Lam Phu, the Museum is 
located at Ban Huai Duea, Tambon Non Than, at Kilometres. 
88 on your left. Tourists can also take the Nong Bua Lam Phu 
- Udon Thani bus. 


Luangpu Lot Museum (พ ิ พ ิ ธ ภั ณ ฑ์ ห ล ว ง ป ู ห ล อ ด ป โม ท ิ ต ะ เจ ด ี ย ์ ) 


Located in Wat Pa Si Sawang, Tambon Ban Kham, is the 
Pamodita Pagoda, which houses the sacred relics of Lord 
Buddha sent from Nepal. Luangpu Lot presided over the 
ceremony to enshrine the relics on 25 February, 2000. The 
museum itself is open daily from 09.00 a.m. to 04.00 p.m. The 
relic is only open to the public on Buddhist holidays. 


Wat Si Khun Mueang (ว ั ด ศร ี ค ุ ณ เม ื อ ง ) 


Formerly known as Wat Khon Chum Nam Ok Bo, this Khmer 
and Lawa influenced temple is located at Mu 5, Worarat 
Road, Tambon Lam Phu. It houses significant archaeological 
artefacts comprising ancient boundary stones, an Ubosot or 
ordination hall, as well as, the much revered Buddha statue 
Luangpho Phra Chaiyachettha. 


Phu Hin Lat Cho Fa (ภู ห ิ น ล า ด ช่ อ ฟ้า ) 


Located in Tambon Non Than, this rugged mountain range 
with pathways and caves used to be the stronghold of the 
Communist Party of Thailand. It was a school of politics, 
training camp, and headguarters, which sent out troops to 
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various zones. Visitors will also find more than 200 urns of 
those who died in the operations. A memorial merit-making 
ceremony is held annually in summer. The former exercise 
zone is now a star observation point. Amphoe Nong Wua So 
and Amphoe Kut Chap of Udon Thani province are visible 
from up here. Inside the caves, there are chambers for 
various purposes like Tham Witthayu, Tham Wethi, Thap 
Rong Phayaban, Tham Sabiang, and hotel for honeymooners. 
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Wat Tham Klong Phen 


Located at the foot of Phu Phan Mount, Wat Tham Klong 
Phen is the province's famous forest temple. Without 
accurate history, the temple was probably built during 
Khmer era and it has been neglected until 1958. Luangpu 
Khao Ananyo, monk who practiced Wipassana meditation 
from famous monk Archan Man Phurithatta Thera, has used 
this venue to practice his meditation. He has covered 3-4 
huge rocks with cement roof, making it a very big hall that 
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Phra Achan Luang Pu Khao Analyo Museum 


can accommodate hundreds of people. Luangpu Khao has 
practiced meditation here until he has passed away in 1983. 
Blanketed with lush vegetable and decorated with rock 
garden, around the temple is very shady and peaceful. The 
main hall or Ubosot houses statue of Luangpu Khao and 
two-sided ancient drum or Klong Phen. In its rock corners, 
there are many Buddha Statues in different attitudes such as 
meditation, reclining, and 'Pattranimit' or bas relief of 
Buddha image in walking attitude. At the front of the hall is 
a huge statue of a Chinese Monk of good luck. A bit from the 
temple, a two-kilometre-long road, running through a forest 
and weird-shaped rocks, leads to the monument of Luangpu 
Khao. Around the monument are: 


Museum of Luangpu Khao Ananyos utensils (พ ิ พ ิ ธ ภั ณ ฑ์ 
อ ั ฐ บ ร ิ ขา ร ท ล ว ง ป ู ขา ว อ น า ล โย ) The museum features ashes and 
utensils of Luangpu Khao for Buddhist can pay homage. 


Old Monastery of Luangpu Khao (ก ฏิ เก ่ า ขอ ง ห ล ว ง ป ู ่ ขา ว ) The 
small wooden hut is situated in the shady forest. The new 
monastery is a huge house in Thai traditional style. 


Luangpu Khao Wax Museum (พ ิ พ ิ ธ ภั ณ ฑ์ ห ุ ่ น ขี ้ ผึ้ง ห ล ว ง ป ู ่ ขาว ) 
The architecture, in the shape three rocks sitting next to 
each other, blends itself to the surrounding rock garden of 
the temple. Situated amidst colourful garden and lush green 
lawn, the museum features wax statue of Luangpu Khao in 


sitting posture. His utensils are displayed in the room nearby. 


Luangpu Khao Pagoda (เจ ด ี ย ์ ห ล ว ง ป ู ่ ขา ว ) Built to house 
ashes of Luangpu Khao, the pagoda is situated on rock 
terrace and can be reached by stair. 


Luangpu Khao Pavillion Rectangular (ม ณ ฑ ป ห ล ว ง ป ู ่ ขา ว ) 
pavilion is built during Luangpu Khao's era as a venue for 
Buddhism rituals. Around the pavilion is calm and shady. 


How to get there: From Nong Bua Lam Phu city, travel via 
highway 210 (Nong Bua Lam Phu -Udon Thani) for 13 kilometres, 
then turn right and keep going for another 2 kilometres. 


Amphoe Non Sang 


Non Wat Pa (โน น ว ั ด ป ่ า ) 


The historical site once was ancient temple as stone Buddha 
image in the attitude of seating under protection of naga, 
ancient architecture and antigue from the Khmer era are 
found. Non Wat Pa is 20 kilometres from Nong Bua Lam Phu 
City via highway 2146 (Nong Bua Lam Phu -Amphoe None 
Sang Road) 


Phu Khao-Phu Phan Kham National Park (อ ุ ท ย า น แห ่ ง 
ชา ต ิ ภู เก ้ า - ภ ู พ า น ค ํ า ) 

Established in 1985, Thailand's 50 ไ ท national park acguires 
total area of 322 sguare kilometres. Phu Khao-Phu Phan 
Kham National Park's territory covers part of Amphoe 
Ubolratana, Amphoe Phu Wiang of Khon Kaen, and Amphoe 
None Sang of Nong Bua Lam Phu. The park features two 
sandstone mountains situated away from each other. It is 
blanketed by deciduous dipterocarp forest, mixed 
dipterocarp forest, and dry evergreen forest. The park's 
headguarter is located by the reservoir of Ubolratana Dam, 
close to Phu Khan Kham. 


Phu Phan Kham (ภู พ า น ค ํ า ว 


The mountain range, which is part of Phu Phan Range, is on 
the east of Phong River Basin. From the mountain top, 
tourist can see picturesque view of the reservoir of Ubolratana 
Dam through the valley. Camping ground, guesthouse of 
the park and the department of public welfare, are available 
at the end of the reservoir. Phu Phan Kham is famous for fish 
breeding and fishing site of the province. 
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Phu Khao (ภู เก ้ า ) 


is rugged sandstone mountain range in the shape of ล pan. 
It comprises 9 mountains namely Phu Fang, Phu Khum Pun, 
Phu Han, Phu Moei, Phu Ko Mo, Phu Chan, Phu Phro, Phu 
Luak, and Phu Wat. Home of numerous wildlife, all 9 
mountains are blanketed with lush forest. Its interesting 
attractions include: 


Hunter and Canine Footprints (ร อ ย เท ้ า น า ย พ ร า น แล ะ ร อ ย ต ื น 
ห ม า ) These 2 huge footprints are related to the local folklore 
“Phra Suphrom Wimokha and the 9-tail dog". 


Tham Suea Tok, Tham Pla Hai, Tham Chek (ถ้า เส ื อ ต ก ถ้า 
waala ถ้า เจ ๊ ก ) The caves are interesting archeological sites. 
They house cave painting and carving which can be dated 
back to 3,500 years ago. 


Sao Hin Ham Tang (ส า ห ิ น ห า ม ต ่ า ง ) The area is filled up with 
rocks in different weird shape. The outstanding one is huge 
rock sitting on the other like mushroom, making it a 
remarkable natural sculpture. 


Ho Sawan (ห อ ส ว ร ร ค ์ ) The rock-top pavillion is amazingly 
built on ล huge rock sitting by 30-metre high cliff. It can be 
accessed by stair and offers very good view. 


Namtok Tat Fa (น ๊ า ต ก ต า ด ฟ้า ) The small falls cascades 
through mixed dipterocarp forest before plunging 7 metres 
down into big pool below. 


The park provides boat for tourist can enjoy view in the 
reservoir and three guesthouses. For more information, call 
Phu Khao-Phu Phan Kham National Park at Tel. 08 1221 0526 
or National Park, Wildlife and Plant Conservation 
Department at Tel.

Phu Khao-Phu Phan Kham National Park can be reached via 
two routes namely: 


Route 1. Motorist can use highway 2109 Khon Kaen- 
Ubolratana Dam to Amphoe Ubolratana, then turn right into 
highway 2146 (Ubolratana-Non Sang) to the park. This route 
is 63 kilometres long. 


Route 2. From Nong Bua Lam Phu city, use highway 2146 
(Nong Bua Lam Phu -Non Sang) for 40 kilometres, turn left at 


Ban Sok Chan into Ban Sok Chan-Ubolratana Road. The park 
is 14 kilometres away. This route is 57 kilometres long. 


Phu Phan Noi (ภู พ า น น ้ อ ย ) 


Covering an area of 35,000 rai, Phu Phan Noi is part of the 
Phu Phan Range which branches out eastward from 
Amphoe Mueang Nong Bua Lam Phu towards the Phu Kao 
Ranges in Amphoe Non Sang, in the south. Tourists can see 
the provincial city of Nong Bua Lam Phu from here because 
it is just 6 kilometres away. This place has become the 
province's new relaxation spot. The mountain is blanketed 
with deciduous dipterocarp forest, mixed deciduous forest, 
home of natural herbs and biodiversity with a temperate 
climate. Phu Phan Noi is accessible by car, and popular as a 
camping ground. 


To get there: Follow the Nong Bua Lam Phu - Udon Thani 
route to Ban Phu Phan Thong. Turn right for approximately 4 
kilometres and another right turn for 2 kilometres. 


Wat Phra Phutthabat Phu Kao (ว ั ด พ ร ะ พ ุ ท ธ บ า ท ภู เก ้ า ) 


This ancient temple houses two gigantic foot prints of 
humans and canines engraved on the rock, which is related 
to the local folklore "Phra Suphrom Wimokha and the 9-tail 
dog" Visitors will find prehistoric drawings and engravings at 
two caves of Tham Muem and Tham Achan Sim or Tham 
Luangpu Sim. 


Non Don Klang Archeological Site (Ban Kut Kwang 
Soi) (แห ล ่ ง โบ ร า ณ ค ด ิ โน น ด อ น ก ล า ง (บ ้ า น ก ุ ด ก ว า ง ส ร ้ อ ย )) 


Situated in Ban Kut Kwang Soi, Soi Santisuk, Tambon Ban 
Thin, east of Phu Khao Mount, it is an archeological site. Pre- 
historical artifacts found here include terra cottage similar to 
Ban Chiang Culture, human's skeleton, bronze and stone 
bracelet, glass beat, sandstone mold for bronze axe, steel 
tool and etc. Some artifacts are kept at National Museum 
Khon Kaen, the remaining are displayed in the village's 
museum. 


To get there: Use highway 2146 (Nong Bua Lam Phu-Non 
Sang) for 36 kilometres and turn right at Ban Nong Waeng 
and keep going for 5 kilometres. 
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Tham Erawan 


Hat Non Yao or Pattaya Sam (ห า ด โน น ย า ว ห ร ื อ พ ั ท ย า ส า ม ) 


This nice long stretch of beach by the lakeside of the 
Ubolratana Dam is located in Ban Non Yao, Tambon Khok Yai, 
just 10 kilometres from Amphoe Non Sang, with the visibility 
of the picturesgue Phu Phan Range and restaurants to cater 
to tourists. 


Amphoe Na Wang 


Tham Erawan (ถ้า เอ ร า ว ั ณ ) 


The cave is situated in Ban Pha In Paeng, Tambon Wang 
Thong, on a stone mountain called Pha Tham Chang Mount, 
right on the border of Amphoe Wangsaphung of Loei and 
Amphoe Na Wang of Nong Bua Lam Phu. Tham Erawan is a 
big cave accessible via winding 600-steped stair. There is a 
big Buddha Statue at the cave's entrance which leads to a 
huge hall naturally decorated with rock formation. This cave 
is a scene in local legends "Nang Phom Hom' Or "the lady 
with fragrant hair”. Local souvenir shop is located in the 
nearby temple. 


To get there: The cave is 47 kilometres from Nong Bua Lam 
Phu, use highway 210 (Nong Bua Lam Phu -Loei), turn right 
at Kilometres13, the cave is 2.7 kilometres further. 


Tham Pha Wiang (ถ้า ผา เว ี ย ง ) 


The cave is situated in Mu 9 Ban Pha Wiang, Tambon Na Kae 
among picturesque mountain range called Phu Pha Wiang. 
The cave and around is territory of Wat Tham Pha Wiang. 
Tham Pha Wiang is naturally beautiful with rock formation 
and stalagmites. There are also many caves in the area such 
as Tham Pha Klang, Tham Thammat, Tham Prathun, Tham 
Khok Nuea Yai, Tham Khang Khao. 


To get there: The cave is 45 kilometres from Amphoe 
Mueang Nong Bua Lam Phu, use highway 210 (Nong Bua 
Lam Phu -Loei). 


Tham Pha Cho (ถ้า ผา เจ า ะ ) 


The cave is situated at Mu 1, Ban Pha Cho, Tambon Thep 
Khiri about 40 kilometres off the provincial city of Nong Bua 
Lam Phu, along Highway No. 210 (Udon Thani - Na Wang 
route). Ban Pha Cho and Amphoe Na Wang are visible from 
this scenic spot. The cave has natural beauty and ravines 
waiting for explorers. Legend has it that during the 
construction of the sacred precinct of Phrathat Phanom 
chedi, a giant was preparing a basket full of things to put 
inside the pagoda. When told by another giant that Phrathat 
Phanom was already completed, he was devastated and left 
that basket there, which eventually became Tham Pha Cho. 


Huai Pha Wang Reservoir (อ ่ า ง เก ็ บ น ้ า ห ้ ว ย ผา ว ั ง ) 


A medium-sized reservoir just 45 kilometers from the 
provincial city of Nong Bua Lam Phu, along Highway No. 210 
(Na Wang -Wang Saphung route). The serenity, rafts that can 
be pulled to the middle of the river, and good food are 
available at tourists’ disposal. 


Wat Pa Phu Fang Santitham (ว ั ด ป ่ า ภู ฝา ง ส ั น ต ิ ธร ร ม ) 


Named after Fang herb found around the area, this serene 
and spacious remote temple built with modern art is located 
at Ban Wang Phai, Tambon Wang Thong. Elegant monk 
premises and the nine-headed serpent in the sermon hall 
are worth visiting. 
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Amphoe Na Klang 


Wat Santitham Banpot or Wat Pa Phu Noi (ว ั ด ส ั น ต ิ ธร ร ม 
บ ร ร พ ต ห ร ื อ ว ั ด ป ่ า ภู น ้ อ ย ) 


Besides offering very nice place for practicing meditation, 
the temple houses Buddha footprint and 8 groups of stone 
leaves setting in 8 directions. Each group comprises 4 stone 
leaves, some feature carving in Bhotisattva and pagoda's 
crest. These leaves are probably places around Khmer shrine 
like those at Wat Si Khun Mueang . 


To get there: The temple is 30 kilometres from Nong Bua Lam 
Phu City, motorist can use highway 210 (Nong Bua Lam Phu- 
Loei) and turn left at Amphoe Na Klang. It is 1.5 kilometres away. 


Huai Rai Reservoir (ล ่ า ง เก ็ บ น ้ า ห ้ ว ย ไร ่ ) 


The medium sized reservoir is situated in Ban Srakaeo, Mu 6, 
Tambon Dong Sawan. With clear water, the reservoir is quite 
scenic. From November to February, Sun hemp plantation 
will paint the area in bright yellow. Tourist can enjoy cruising 
on motored raft which can control direction, unique vehicle 
of the reservoir. Restaurants on the raft are available. 


Amphoe Si Bun Rueang 


Wooden Ubosot of Wat Chareon Songtham (ส ิ ม ไม ้ ว ั ด 
เจ ร ิ ญ ท ร ง ธร ร ม ) 


Located in Ban Don Po, Tambon Nong Bua Tai, the wooden 
chapel or Ubosot has compact size in rectangular shape. High 
roof creates good air ventilation. The ubosot has delicate 
carving on the roof, and gable with neatly carved garuda. 


To get there: The ubosot is 30 kilometres from Nong Bua 
Lam Phu City, motorist can use Nong Bua Lam Phu- 
Srangsian Road. 


Pha Sam Yot (ม า ส า ม ย อ ด ) 


These three connected mountain ranges attached by ridges 
are located at Ban Pha Suk, Tambon Nong Kung Kaeo, just at 
the border of the provinces of Nong Bua Lam Phu and Loei. 
No official exploration has been conducted yet. Visitors will 
find paddy fields surrounding the mountain ranges, pristine 
nature and fauna on top, more than 100 caves, beautiful 
stalagmites and stalactites, ancient human skeletons, and 
other artefacts. For more information, contact the Nong 


Kung Kaeo Sub-district Administration Organisation. 
Amphoe Suwannakhuha 


Tham Suwannakhuha (ถ้า ส ุ ว ร ร ณ ด ู ห า ) 


Situated in Wat โท ล ท า Suwankhuha, Ban Khuha Pattana, Mu 
7, Tambon Nasi, the cave house antigue and portrait of King 
Chai Shettha of Vientiane. 


To get there: Use highway 210 (Nong Bua Lam Phu -Wang 
Saphung) and turn right into highway 2097 to Amphoe 
Suwanakhuha. Then travel via Phra Chai Settha Road for a 
kilometer, turn right at Dong Yang Na Ta Laeo School, the 
cave is 4 kilometres away. 


Phu Pha Ya Archeological Site (แห ล ่ ง โบ ร า ณ ค ด ี ภู ผา ย า ) 


Situated north of Ban Na Charoen, Tambon Dong Mafai, the 
site is in limestone mountain which separates itself from Phu 
Phan Range. Many pre-historical cave painting are found 
here. The first group of painting, in "Tham Lang” line for 5 
metres long on smooth cave wall. They comprise pictures of 
geometric, animals, hands, in red. The second group of 
painting, found in "Tham Bon’, comprises pictures of star, 
man, reptile, draft of big animal. All the pictures wee painted 
in red and scatter in small groups. These paintings are 
estimated to be 2,000-3,000 years old, as old as painting 
found at Phu Phra Bat Historical Park, Udon Thani, and their 
style are similar to those found in Guangxi Povince of 
China.A meditation centre of Buddhist monk is located 
nearby. 


To get there: From Nong Bua Lam Phu City, use highway 
210 (Nong Bua Lam Phu-Wang Saphung), turn right into 
highway 2097 to Amphoe Suwannakhuha, then use Suwan 
nakhuha-Ban Na Charoen Road. 


Khok Nok Sarika Reservoir (ถ่ า ง เก ็ บ น ้ า โค ก น ก ส า ร ิ ก า ) 


Located at Mu 7, Ban Khok Nok Sarika, Tambon Bun Than, 
this reservoir with beautiful scenery is situated right in the 
middle of the valley. 


EVENTS & FESTIVALS 


Naresuan Maharaja and Nong Bua Lam Phu Red 
Cross Fair (ง า น น เร ศว ร ม ห า ร า ช ก า ชา ด ห น อ ง บ ั ว ล ํ า ภู ) The fair is 
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held annually between January 25 - February 3 at Naresuan 
Maharaja Field, Amphoe Mueang. The fair is very attractive 
with lots of merchandises. 


Bun Khao Chi Festivals ผา น ป ร ะ เพ ณี บ ุ ญ ข้ า ว จ ิ ๋ ) The festivals 
is held annually during the 13" -15* date of waxing moon in 
February at Wat Tham Suwannauha, Ban Khuha Pattana, 
Amphoe Suwannakhuha. The annual celebration and merit 
making of Amphoe Suwannakhuha features gigantic Khao 
Chi, local cuisine make from roasted sticky rice dipped in 
egg and sugar cane juice. 


Tham Erawan Festival (ป ร ะ เพ ณี ขึ ้ น เข า ไห ว ้ พ ร ะ ถ้า เอ ร า ว ั ณ ) The 
festivals is held between April 12-15 of each year at Hat Non 
Yao, Amphoe Non Sang. Buddhist will climb up the 
mountain and pay homage to the Buddha image in Tham 
Erawan. 


Hat Non Yao Songkran Festival ง า น ป ร ะ เพ ณี ส ง ก ร า น ต ์ ห า ด 
โน น ย า ว ) is held annually during 12-15 April at the beach of 
Hat Non Yao in Amphoe Non Sang. 


Annual Festival of Pu Lup Shrine and Phra Wo Phra 
Ta Shrine (ง า น บ ว ง ส ร ว ง ศา ล เจ ้ า ป ู ่ ห ล ุ บ แล ะ พ ร ะ ว อ พ ร ะ ต า ) The rite 
is held annually on the first Wednesday and Thursday of May 
at Phra Wo Phra Ta Shrine and Pu Lup Shrine in Amphoe 
Mueang Nong Bua Lam Phu. 


Rocket Festivals of Amphoe Si Bun Rueang (ง า น 
ป ร ะ เพ ณี บ ุ ญ บ ั ้ ง ไฟ อ ํ า เภ อ ศร ี บ ุ ญ เ ร ื อ ง ) The lively festival is held 
annually on the fullmoon day of May at the field of Amphoe 
Si Bun Rueang. Rocket in huge size, or Bang Fai Lan, will be 
decorated before launching high into the sky. The local 
festival of Si Bun Rueang is one of 12 festivals of 
Northeastern Region. The rocket is assumed as the present 
for Phraya Thaen, the god who will make the rain for rice 
plantation. 


Banana Fair (ง า น ม ห ก ร ร ม ก ล ้ ว ย ห อ ม แฟ ร ์ ) The fair is held in 
July at Ban 5 น ล ท Sawan, Tambon Wang Thong, Amphoe Na 
Wang. 


Thiao Hoi Hin - Kin Lamyai Festival (ง า น เท ศก า ล เท ี ่ ย ว ห อ ย ห ิ น 
ก ิ น ส ํ า ไย ) is held in August at the Shell Fossil Museum, Non Than 
Sub-district Administration Organisation, Amphoe Mueang. 


Namtok Thao To Festival (ง า น เท ศก า ล น ้ า ต ก เฒ่า โต ้ ว The 
annual festival is held very September 14-15 at Namtok Thao 
To Park, Amphoe Mueang Nong Bua Lam Phu. 


LOCAL PRODUCTS AND SOUVENIRS 


Ban Kong Sawan Pottery Village (ห ม ู ่ บ ้ า น ห ั ต ถก ร ร ม ป ั ้ น ห ม ้ อ 
บ ้ า น โค ้ ง ส ว ร ร ค ์ ) The village is famed for its terra cotta products 
by traditional method which are available around the village 
and by the road. The village is located in Tambon Non Than, 
17 kilometres from Amphoe Mueang Nong Bua Lam Phu via 
highway 210. 


Calathea Sticky Rice Container (ก ร ะ ต ิ บ ข้ า ว จ า ก ต ้ น ค ล ้ า ) 
The village of Ban Huai Huak, Tambon Si Bun Rueang, 
Amphoe Si Bun Rueang, is famous for the sticky rice 
container woven from calathea. Some 9596 of the villagers 
thrive on this handicraft which mirrors their wisdom to 
benefit from natural materials. 


To get there: Use Highway No. 228 (Nong Bua Lam Phu-Si 
Bun Rueang), then use Si Bun Rueang-Phu Wiang Road (Ban 
Huai Huak-Na Fai). The village is located at Kilometres 8, 
some 35 kilometres from the provincial city of Nong Bua 
Lam Phu.

Kut Hae Silk (ผ้า ไห ม ก ุ ด แห ่ ) Khit silk cloth by the Women's
